Editor of the Silver State: I received 
ome days ago under letter cover an ed- 
torial published in the Lovelock Trib- 
ne of April 21st.—I presnme the artl- 
le was mailed to me by Mr. Sain, the 
ditor of tbat paper. While I seldom 
ay attention to such matters I feel 
bat under tbe circumstances in this 
ase a reply le in order. 
Ho deals with tbe eligibility or rights 
f myself to sit in a meeting of tbe 
Ute Central Committee ot the Silver 
arty, claiming tbat be, as an avowed 
^publican and supporter of tbat party 
hose recent State platforms declare 
n favor of tbe gold standard and whose 
eoent president, on tbe 14th of last 
[arch, signed a bill making gold the 
;andard ot value of this nation, had as 
much to act in tbe deliberations of the 
ommitteeas I had, for the reason that 
ome four years ago, immediately after 
he nomination of William J. Bryan 
y the Democratic party, I pub- 
shed a card in the Silver-State in 
blob I stated tbat because of Mr. 
Aryan's nomination and because of tbe 
latf orm of tbat party I believed that 


mission of tbe Silver party was 


nded. I will state now that tbat was 
my belief then. It has been my belief 
ver since. 
Tbe Silver party of Nevada was or- 
anized for a purpose. It came in! o 
fe In 1892 because neither of the old 
arties recognized tbe silver question 
y either candidate or platform. I was 
nstromental iu the organization of 
lat party because I was sincere in the 
dvooacy of the remonetizatien ot sli- 
er, and because I, like many other* in 
iis State, was tired of tbe humbug- 
ery ot tbe old parties and desired to 
o be able to cast at least one ballot 
or a candidate whom I knew favored, 
nd whose party platform declared el- 
egianoe to the silver cause. I have 
aid many times since I published tbe 


card tbat in oaae tbe Democratic 


arty had done in 1392 what they did 
896—that is, given as a free coinage 
undidate and platform, tbe Silver 
arty wonld not have been organized, 
nd it was because I was as honest and 
ncere in 1896 as I was in 1892, when I 
omed tbat party, tbat I published tbe 
ard. 
Mr Sain refers to me as an "editor.'' 
t is now six months since I severed 
onneotion with tbe Silver State, and 
noe tbat time have taken no interest 
n the editorial utterances. 
He adds: "Each in tbe past has 
elped to make tbe history of tbe Sli- 
er party." I would ask what part of 
le history be ever assisted iu making, 
nless it was in writing one ot its most 
Ugraceful pages, all that was when, at 
meeting in Careon iu January, 1895», 
e introduced a resolution which de- 
ouuced Francis G. Newlands " ae an 
nemy to the silver cause aud a man 
intferous to society." 
He further states that every move be 
mjeelf] has made has been against the 
ilver party, and at a recent meeting 
e was tbe leading advocate of a resolu- 
iou tbat would have wiped tbe Silver 
arty out of existence. It is bard per- 
laps, for Mr. Sain to understand such 
tblcg as principle. Tbe Silver party 


was not organized for the purpose of 
hioanery or petty offices and iu all my 
ots and votes at the recent meeting in 


I was following the same princi- 


le I followed when I joined tbe party. 
Tbe resolution he refers to was Intro- 
need for tbe purpose of consolidating 
lie friends ot silver into one party, the 
ame and for tbe same pnrpoie as when 
be Silver party was organized. 
He states further tbat it was well 
:nown to me that it was bis intention 
t the time ot tbe meeting on the 12th 
nstant to affiliate in tbe future with 
he Bepnblioan party. As I am not a 
mind reader, and as I have not con- 
versed with him, read his paper, or 
been informed by any of bis friends, 


fail to see why be should make snob 


a statement. 


Tbe article continues: "The silver 
luestion is no longer tbe paramount 
sane. 
Tbe Democratic platform at 


Kansas City will so declare. Bryan 
caunot bs elected in the coming oam- 
mlgn. He could not possibly do any- 
hing to remonetize silver even if he 
were. Like tbe fond mother that clings 
:o her dead babe, refusing to believe 
tbat it is dead, we of Nevada have 
clung to tbe silver question even after 
life was extinct." 


This oomes with ill grace from the 


person who introduced

the honor and Integrity of Congress 
man Newlands In person, and his sop 
porter in effect. People of tbe Stati 
of Nevada eboald be able now to 
understand who and whom were the 
enemies ot tbe silver cause and dan 
geroae to society in 1899.
